Burbecauſe there doe be- 
fall them many accidents inthe time of their lying 
in, I thought good to write thereof briefly, and 
to ſhew the meanes whereby they may bee heiped 
 andcured. 
And ſince that the chiefeſt ſymptome that hap- 
-pensuntothem, and which comes ſooneſt, isthe 
after-throws: therefore I am determined to ſpeake 
of them firſt. 

| As ſooneasa Woman is delivered of her childe 
and after-birth, for the moſt part ſhe israken with 
painesof her belly, which oftentimes are ſogrear 
and violent, that ſhe thinks her very belly would 
bee rent, and cur aſander in divers places, from 
whence the French word that figmifieth theſe 
paines andtorments was derived. 

The cauſe of rheſe gripings or paines may bee 
threefold: Firſt either becauſe the Matrice & thoſe 
parts thereabouts have bin ſote troubled rhrough 
the delivery, by ſtriving to bee amo = 

re 
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freed of the childe : orelfe becauſe rhe bloud that The ſecond. 


runs and gathers it ſelfe to the wombe, {being re- 
tain-d) growes thicke andflimie, that itcannotea- 
fily flow,and ſo makes adiſtenſfionof the Matrice, 
it being nor able ro come away bur in great clors:

Hippocrates hath:obſerved, that women in this $.mence of. * 
evacuation, aretroubled with gripings &paines of #ypocrates- 


cheir firſt chiid morethan of anyafter:thereaſonis. 
becauſe their veines are not accuſtomed co disbnr- 
then themſelves in this ſort. Experience neverthe- 
leſfe reacherhus the contrary ; for a woman com- 
monly of her-firſt childe hach very few of theſe 
paines and gripings, and the more children thee 
hath, the more ſhee 1s tronbled with them. The 
reaſon whereof ſeemes to bee this ; becaufe rhe 
bloud, which m youths ſweeriand milde; in pro- 
cefſe of time gets abirter, ſatr\ and aduft quality, 
which paſſing thorow rhe veines, procyreth this 
paine : Far we findeby experience, that rhe fleſh 
of beaſts or fowle when theyare old, growes nn- 
pleaſant, as being hard, and hatſhtotherafte, ' © 

oc But 
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But whatever the cauſe of theſe paines be, wee 
muſt ſeeke to afſwage them, and to free the wo« 
man from them as well as weecan. If then theſe 
paines bz ſmall, and that tie after-purgings come 
moderately, wee may leave the worke wholly to 
nature : onely giving the woman in child-bed the 
drinke we preſcribed before : Of oyleof ſiweer Al- 
monds, or of Walnuts, which of late hath beene 
found by experience to be better than the oile of 
Almonds, fo that the Nuts bee {ound and white, 
not rancide. and the oyle drawne without fire. 
This Oyle is much commended for the gripings 
which come by the acrimonie. and ſharpneſſe of 
the blond : and in this caſe alſo ſome cafie Fomen- 
tations of warme Mitke, or fit upon the. belly and 
lower parts : Fomentations alſo with Aallower, 
March Mallowesr, Parietary Mugwort, Chamomile, 
Melilot, and Linſeed boyled in Milke, are very pro+
